ADMISSION  AND  ATTENDANCE. 

Candidates  for  admission  must  bring  a  certificate  of  good  moral 
character,  and  if  from  any  institution  a  certificate  of  honorable  dis- 
mission from  the  proper  authorities. 

All  students  of  the  Academy  are  required  to  attend  daily  prayers, 
religious  services  on  the  Lord's  day,  and  such  exercises  of  instruction 
and  recitations  as  are  assigned  them. 

Students  regularly  advanced  with  their  classes  in  the  courses  of 
study,  are  required  to  return  promptly  to  the  Academy  at  the  open- 
ing of  the  session. 

HISTORY  AND  AIMS. 

The  Albion  Academy  was  designed  to  prepare  young  men  and 
women  to  be  teachers  in  schools  intended  for  the  instruction  of  col- 
ored people  in  the  Southern  States. 

It  was  organized  by  the  late  Rev.  Moses  A.  Hopkins  and  Henry  C. 
Mabery,  its  first  Principals,  aided  by  friends  North  and  South. 

Like  all  schools,  at  its  commencement,  it  had  many  obstacles  to 
fight.  But  by  prayer,  and  the  indefatigable  energy  and  push  of  its 
founders,  it  grew  gradually  until  it  attracted  the  public  in  such  a 
way  that  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  feeling  the  need  of  having  in- 
telligent, warm-hearted  citizens  who  will  exercise  their  right  of  suf- 
frage intelligently,  and  for  the  good  of  their  country,  the  elevation 
of  the  race,  and  the  glory  of  God,  established  six  Normals,  and  located 
one  at  Franklinton,  in  connection  with  the  Albion  Academy. 

The  aim  of  the  School  in  all  its  departments  is  to  be  thorough  and 
practical.  To  prepare  competent  consecrated  workers  who  will  meet 
the  immediate  needs  of  the  people  in  making  better  their  homes, 
purer  their  hearts,  and  wider  their  usefulness  in  the  fields  which  are 
being  offered  to  them. 

It  is  also  to  prepare  young  men  for  our  higher  colleges,  as  Lincoln, 
Biddle  and  Howard  Universities;  or  any  other  of  their  choice. 

AIDS  AND  SELF-SUPPORT. 

The  Albion  Academy  was  founded  to  bring  the  benefits  of  a  Chris- 
tian education  within  the  reach  of  worthy  colored  youths  of  both 
sexes.     This  end  is  encouraged  here  by  providing  convenient  build- 
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ings  for  study  and  residence,  where  thoise  who  comply  with  the  con- 
ditions of  admission  are  welcome,  and  made  comfortable;  and  by  the 
diligent  training  of  the  students  in  all  parts  of  such  an  education. 

The  Academy  bill  is  only  $50.00;  every  charge  is  indispensable. 
And  every  student  is  expected  to  meet  this  bill. 

Washing  may  be  secured  for  50  or  75  cents  per  month.  Books, 
about  $5.00. 

PERSONAL   EXPENSES. 

Apart  from  his  School  bill,  the  student  must  have  a  lamp  and 
supply  it  with  oil.  Towels,  sheets  and  pillow-cases,  he  must  bring. 
Should  he  become  sick,  there  is  the  doctor's  bill  and  the  expense  of 
medicine.  Each  student  must  provide  for  these  beforehand  or  they 
will  distress  him.  The  School  becomes  responsible  in  no  way  for 
these  incidental  expenses. 

Many  benevolent  friends  of  the  Negro  are  co-operating  with  the 
Trustees  and  Faculty  in  providing  aid  for  those  worthy  students  who 
will  devote  their  time  to  diligent  study,  and  who  will  use  their  edu- 
cation for  the  good  of  others.  Those  who  can  pay  their  own  bills 
need  only  comply  with  the  regulations,  and  they  will  be  admitted  to 
the  standing  in  the  classes  for  which  their  previous  training  has 
fitted  them.  But  no  earnest  young  man  or  woman  of  good  ability 
and  moral  character  need  be  discouraged  from  seeking  the  ad- 
vantages here  offered,  if  he  or  she  is  willing  to  make  sacrifice. 

Applicants  should  apply  for  admission  to  the  President,  Rev.  John 
A.  Savage,  D.D.,  or  the  Secretary  of  the  Faculty,  Mrs.  Jas.  W.  Wilson, 
and  state  in  their  application  what  progress  they  have  made  in  study, 
and  their  ability  to  meet  the  expenses  of  education. 

BOARDING. 

Board  is  furnished  to  the  students,  in  the  Academy  boarding  hall 
on  the  School  grounds  for  $5.00  per  month  in  advance.  The  board  is 
good  for  the  price.     No  student  need  expect  $10.00  board  for  $5.00.

Will  please  notice  that  the  Faculty  refuses  to  become  responsible  for 
students  boarding  off  the  School  grounds. 
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LIBRARY. 

The  Library  contains  about  300  volumes,  and  about  600  magazines 
and  miscellaneous  pamphlets,  and  it  is  supplied  with  a  few  weekly 
papers.  The  Library  is  open  every  day,  except  Sunday,  from  12  to  1 
p.  m.,  and  from  5  to  6  p.  m.

The 'Academic  Year  is  divided  into  two  sessions. 

At  the  beginning  of  each  session,  public  examinations  are  held  of 
all  the  classes.  No  student  will  be  continued  in  full  standing  in  his 
or  her  class  who  does  not  pass  all  the  examinations. 

The  final  examination  of  the  Middle  Class  will  include  the  istudies 
of  the  Junior  Class  Year,  as  well  as  those  of  the  current  year.  And 
no  student  failing  in  general  scholarship  at  this  examination  will  be 
entitled  to  pass  to  the  Senior  Class.  No  one  can  enter  Senior  Class 
without  a  first-grade  certificate  from  some  County  Examiner  in  the 
State. 
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The  rank  of  a  student  in  his  class  depends  on  his  grade  in  his 
recitations  and  examinations;  on  his  punctuality  and  constancy  in 
attendance  upon  all  exercises  of  instruction,  and  on  his  deportment 
in  all  relations  as  a  student. 

At  the  close  of  the  Senior  Year,  the  members  of  the  Senior  Class 
are  examined  in  the  studies  of  the  whole  course;  and  in  determining 
his  or  her  final  rank  as  a  Senior,  his  or  her  grade  in  the  final  Senior 
examination  is  combined  with  the  final  grades  of  the  previous 
Academic  Years. 

Students  in  the  Fourth  Year  Class  completing  the  Normal  Course 
will  be  awarded  diplomas.

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EXAMINATIONS. 

There  are  three  examinations.  The  entrance  examination  will  be 
held  during  the  second  week  of  the  session.  The  second  is  during 
the  second  week  of  the  second  session.  The  third  is  the  annual  ex- 
amination, and  takes  place  the  last  weeks  of  the  term.  The  exami- 
nations are  oral  and  written,  and  the  requirements  in  connection 
therewith  are  absolute,  except  that  a  student  may  be  conditioned  for 
one  term,  on  not  more  than  two  studies.  The  minimum  general 
average  for  promotion  to  a  higher  class  is  70;  and  anyone  falling  be- 
low 50  in  three  studies  is  dropped  from  the  School. 

TERMS  OF  ADMISSION. 

Students  must  be  able  to  read  readily,  write  legibly  and  work  any 
problem  in  the  Common  School  Arithmetic,  and  be  well  acquainted 
with  the  essentials  of  English  Grammar  before  entering  the  Normal 
Department.  Those  who  do  not  meet  this  requirement  enter  the 
Preparatory  Department.  Students  regularly  advanced  with  the 
classes  in  the  course  of  study  are  required  to  return  promptly  to  the 
Academy  at  the  opening  of  the  session  or  lose  their  classes.

BUILDINGS. 

Darling  and  Stamford  Halls  are  dormitories  for  female  students, 
and  accommodate  twenty  each. 

The  Barracks,  a  large  framed  building,  with  sufficient  quarters  for 
sixty  boys,  is  nearly  completed. 

The  Academy  building  contains  eight  recitation-rooms  and  a  hall 
for  all  public- exercises. 

The  value  of  the  property  is  estimated  at  fifteen  thousand  dollars 
($15,000),  and  is  under  the  care  of  the  Freedmen's  Board,  Pitts- 
burg, Pa. 

INDUSTRAIL  DEPARTMENT. 

This  is  the  main  feature  of  the  School,  and  it  was  this  that  ac- 
tuated the  friends  of  this  work  to  prepare  the  young  women  and  men 
who  come  to  us  to  add  to  the  beauty  of  their  homes,  as  well  as  to  be 
useful  in  all  the  requirements  of  life;  and  to  this  end  we  are  strenu- 
ously working,  in  order  that  this  department  may  furnish  to  our 
boys,  and  especially  our  girls,  what  they  so  much  need  in  the  build- 
ing up  of  their  race. 

Domestic  Work. — All  the  house-work,  including  the  cooking,  is 
done  by  the  students,  under  the  supervision  of  teachers. 

Departments. — The  Industrial  Departments  include  Agriculture, 
Carpentering,  Printing,  Sewing,  Cooking,  Washing  and  Ironing,  and 
many  incidents  connected  with  other  trades. 

AGRICULTURAL  DEPARTMENT. 

We  have  sixty  acres  of  land  in  splendid  cultivation,  on  which  we 
raise  all  of  our  cereals.  This  is  a  great  help  to  our  Boarding  Depart- 
ment, and  is  our  only  endowment  fund.  The  boys  in  this  depart- 
ment are  taught  gardening,  farming  and  the  art  of  self-support. 
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PRINTING. 

The  Printing  Department  is  in  its  infancy,  but  we  are  hopeful  that 
in  the  near  future  it  will  prove  a  telling  factor  in  our  work. 

SEWING. 

We  are  doing  good  work  in  this  department,  but  can  do  better 
work,  we  are  certain,  with  the  aid  of  a  teacher.  The  girls  must  be 
taught  the  art  of  needle-work,  ordinary  and  fancy.  They  must 
know  how  to  cut  and  fit. 

DOMESTIC  SCIENCE. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  cooking  for  the  Boarding  Department, 
all  of  which  is  done  by  the  students,  under  direction  of  a  Superin- 
tendent, special  instruction  is  given  in  a  course  of  Scientific  Cooking. 

The  girls  from  this  department  readily  find  employment  in  the 
North  during  vacation. 

CARPENTERING. 

The  boys,  under  the  Superintendent,  doi  all  of  our  carpentering 
work.     All  we  want  in  this  department  is  material. 

NEEDS  OF  Th|E  SCHOOL. 

The  whole  work  of  the  Academy  needs  immediate  enlargement. 
An  addition  to  her  funds  would  greatly  increase  her  power  for  use- 
fulness. 

The  attention,  therefore,  of  her  friends  is  invited  to  the  following 
needs,  industrial  and  otherwise: 

A  dormitory  for  girls,  at  a  cost  of  $1,000.  Last  year  we  welrei 
obliged  to  put  six  and  seven  in  one  room. 

The  boys  need  a  well  sunk  at  the  Barracks. 

The  class-rooms  have  been  in  need  of  desks  for  some  time. 

The  Sewing  Department  needs  at  once  a  teacher.  This  teacher 
can  be  secured  for  $200.00,  and  this  is  at  the  closest  figures. 

Some  missionary  boxes  will  put  our  girls  to  sewing.  This  depart- 
ment must  have  sewing  materials.     The  demand  is  imperative. 

The  Agricultural  Department  needs  farming  implements  of  all 
kinds. 

The  Library  is  poorly  supplied  with  books.  We  need  books,  maga- 
zines and  papers. 
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The  Carpenters'  Shop  needs  a  half  dozen  sets  of  tools. 

The  Blacksmith  Shop  two  complete  sets  of  tools. 

The  Shoe  Shop  two  sets  of  tools. 

For  scientific  work  in  the  Laboratory  we  need  apparatus. 

Donations  of  clothing  for  distributing  among  needy  students  are 
earnestly  solicited. 

Scholarships  of  $25.00  each,  to  supplement  the  earnest  endeavors 
of  worthy  students  in  their  struggles  to  obtain  an  education,  and 
lamps  for  campus. 

We  also  solicit  bed-clothing. 

AN   APPEAL. 

Dear  friends,  now  is  the  time  to  come  to  our  assistance.  This  is 
the  opportunity  which  God  has  given  to  you  to  help  His  people.  You 
can  not,  perhaps,  yourself  be  a  soldier  in  this  war  against  vice,  ignor- 
ance and  superstition,  but  you  may  here  train  a  substitute  to  fight 
for  you.     May  God  make  you  willing. 

LITERARY  SOCIETIES. 

There  are  two  Literary  Societies,  the  Albiona  for  the  girls,  and  the 
Demosthenaic  for  the  boys,  which  meet  every  Friday  at  12  m.  The 
literary  exercises  in  each  consist  of  declamations,  essays  and  a  de- 
bate. All  students  of  the  Normal  Department  are  required  to  take 
part  in  the  exercises  of  his  or  her  Lyceum. 

Each  Society,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Faculty,  makes  and 
executes  its  own  laws. 

Joint  Lyceums  are  held  the  last  Friday  of  each  month,  when 
School  is  in  session.

The  Preparatory  and  Primary  Departments  consist  of  a  number 
too  large  to  record.     The  enrollment  for  the  term  is  over  100  in  each. 

GENERAL  STATEMENT. 

Albion  Academy  is  in  Franklinton,  Franklin  County,  North  Caro- 
lina, situated  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  yards  from  the  main  line 
of  the  Seaboard  Air  Line  Railroad,  and  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile 
from  the  railroad  station.  This  system  is  one  of  the  finest  in 
America. 

Its  location  is  free  from  malarial  and  pulmonary  diseases.  It  is 
situated  on  an  eminence  which  commands  a  picturesque  view  of  the 
country  for  miles  around. 

The  corporate  title  of  the  Institution  is  "Albion  Academy  and 
Normal  School."  All  and  any  bequests  intended  to  promote  the 
work  of  this  Academy  will  be  legally  valid  under  that  title. 

The  property  of  Albion  Academy  consists  of  land  and  buildings 
and  mechanics'  tools.  The  Academy  owns  sixty  acres  of  land  on 
which  it  is  situated. 
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RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 

1.  All  students  of  the  Academy  and  Normal  Departments,  board- 
ing on  the  Academy  grounds,  are  required  to  attend  daily  prayers, 
services  on  the  Lord's  day,  and  all  exercises  of  instruction  and  reci- 
tations -as  are  assigned  to  them.  With  the  exception  of  Sabbath 
services,  all  local  scholars  are  required  to  observe  this  rule. 

2.  Scholars  are  positively  forbidden  to  correspond  with  anyone  ex- 
cept their  parents  or  guardians.  Every  letter  received  and  sent  will 
be  subject  to  inspection  by  the  authorities  of  the  School. 

3.  Every  girl  is  required  to  dress  plainly  and  neatly  at  all  times. 
For  the  boarding  scholars,  a  uniform  dress  of  blue  is  required  for 
every  public  occasion,  and  a  black  sailor,  with  blue  ribbon.  But  for 
Commencement  occasion,  in  the  spring  of  the  year,  every  girl  is  re- 
quired to  dress  in  white. 

4.  For  class-room  work,  there  must  be  white  aprons.  The  color 
and  style  of  dress  left  to  the  option  of  the  wearer. 

5.  No  jewelry  to  be  worn  at  any  time,  except  by  special  permission 
from  the  Faculty. 

6.  All  shoes  must  be  kept  neatly  and  blacked.  This  rule  applies 
to  all  scholars  of  both  sexes.  The  hair  must  be  neat.  Every 
scholar  must  present  a  tidy  appearance  at  all  times. 

,.  No  scholar  will  be  allowed  to  receive  visitors  except  by  special 
permission  from  the  Faculty. 

8.  Students  are  required  to  respect  and  obey  their  teachers. 

9.  All  must  come  prepared  to  buy  books.  To  neglect  this  the 
scholar  will  suffer  inconvenience  in  keeping  pace  with  the  class. 

10.  Scholars  must  be  prompt  in  their  payment  of  School  bills. 

11.  Low,  vulgar,  or  profane  language,  the  use  of  ardent  spirits,  or 
of  tobacco  in  any  form,  keeping  or  handling  of  deadly  weapons,  and 
all  games  of  chance,  are  prohibited. 

12.  No  scholar  is  allowed  off  the  School  grounds  without  special 
permission  from  the  President. 

13.  All  students  are  required  to  be  in  their  rooms  and  quiet  be- 
tween 10  p.  m.  and  6  a.  m.  Talking,  loud  studying  or  visiting  from 
room  to  room  during  study  hours,  and  boisterous,  rude  conduct  in 
the  buildings  at  any  time  are  prohibited. 

14.  All  students  are  required  to  rise  in  the  morning  at  the  ringing 
of  the  first  bell,  to  put  their  rooms  in  order  before  breakfast.  Rooms 
will  be  regularly  inspected. 
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15.  Students  are  forbidden  to  mark  or  deface  in  any  way  the 
buildings  or  furniture,  or  to  throw  slops,  waste  water,  paper,  or 
anything  that  will  cause  a  nuisance  from  the  windows,  in  the  build- 
ings or  about  the  grounds.  Any  damage  done  by  wantonness  or  care- 
lessness must  be  paid  for  by  the  person  doing  the  same. 

16.  Studeints  are  fotrbidden  to  entertain  other  students,  their 
friends,  or  strangers,  in  their  rooms  over  night. 

17.  No  public  meetings  for  any  purpose  whatever  shall  be  held  on 
the  premises  without  special  permission  from  the  President. 

18.  All  students  are  required  to  keep  the  buildings  in  order,  im- 
prove and  beautify  the  grounds,  and  do  all  other  work  as  may  be 
assigned  them  by  the  President. 

19.  All  male  students  must  come  prepared  to  buy*  a  cadet  suit, 
whichis  required  on  all  public  occasions. 

20.  Each  student  on  entering  the  Academy  is  required  to  subscribe 
to  all  of  the  above  rules. 

We  hold  students  as  well  as  teachers  responsible  for  the  enforce- 
ment of  these  rules.
